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Speaker McPike: "The House will come to order. The House will
come to order.

And, Lord, we pray
that as these lawmakers meet, that they would realize the
awesome responsibility that is theirs. That in making law
doesn't necessarily make it right. Law is only right as it
agrees with Your Word, with Your Divine Law. We pray that
You also might remind us that as lawmakers we will someday
give an account to the Great Law Giver, that we have a
Master in Heaven as well, and to Whom we must someday give
an account. So, we pray You might give wisdom, but Lord,
more than that, we pray that You might give a heart to seek
after Thee and follow Your Will. And, Lord, we pray that
even in the process of making law, it might be a reminder

of the purpose or the reason for laws. As Your Word
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teaches us that laws are given because men are lawless, not
because they are righteous. And, even the reason or the
necessity of law would remind us that man is a lawbreaker
having violated Your Law and that You have sent Your Son,
that He might live among us, and He did, perfectly obeying
Your Law and then paying the penalty for that law, that we
might have 1life. And, so, it is in His Name, the One who
perfectly fulfilled all law, that we offer this prayer in
Jesus' name., Amen."

Speaker McPike: "We will be led in the Pledge of Allegiance by
Representative Balanoff."

Balanoff — et al: "I pledge allegiance to the flag of the United
States of America, and to the Republic for which it stands,
one nation under God, indivisible, with liberty and justice
for all."

Speaker McPike: "Roll Call for Attendance. Excused absences.

Speaker McPike: "Thank you. Representative Wennlund."

Speaker McPike: "Thank you. Representative Turner."

Turner: "Thank you, Mr. Speaker and Ladies and Gentlemen of the
Assembly. I'd like to announce that Tommy, the guy who
shines shoes here in the House, is back in business and he
will be working in the telephone area, from now until the
end of Session. Tommy's back."

Speaker McPike: "Take the Roll, Mr. Clerk. Eighty-seven answered
Roll Call. A quorum is present. Representative Wolf."

Wolf: "Thank you, Mr. Speaker. As the principal Sponsor, I'm
requesting leave of the House to table House Bill 1187."
